DECLARATION OF BIOLOGICAL CULTURE DEPOSIT

1 . A DNA construct designated N227 was deposited with the American 
Type Culture Collection (ATCC), 12301 Parklawn Drive Rockville, MD 20852 U.S.A., on 
October 17, 2006 under Accession No. PTA-7942. 

2. The ATCC is an official depository in accordance with the Budapest 
Treaty and affords permanence of the deposit for at least 30 years or at least 5 years after the 
most recent storage request, whichever is longer. Applicants hereby affirm that should the 
DNA construct N227 (Accession No. PTA-7942) mutate, become non-viable or be 
inadvertently destroyed, Applicants will replace the construct for at least 30 years from the 
date of the original deposit, or at least 5 years from the date of the most recent request for 
release of a sample or for the life of any patent issued on the above identified application, 
whichever period is longer.
